THE  ROOSEVELT  HOSPITAL 

Founded  under  will  of  James  H.  Roosevelt  was  incorporated 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  February  2nd,  1864.  It 
occupies  the  block  of  ground  between  58th  and  59th  Streets  and 
9th  and  10th  Avenues,  and  has  erected  thereon  suitable  buildings, 
which  furnish  accommodations  for  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  patients.  It  was  opened  for  the  treatment  of  medical  and 
surgical  patients  November  2nd,  1871.  The  Ambulance  Service 
was  established  in  1877  and  discontinued  in  1909.  The  Out- 
Patient  (Dispensary)  Department  was  added  in  1881.  The 
Gynaecological  Division  was  separated  from  the  Medical  in  1888. 
The  McLane  Operating  Room,  the  gift  of  Dr.  James  W.  McLane, 
in  memory  of  James  W.  McLane,  Jr.,  for  the  use  of  the  Gynaeco- 
logical service  was  opened  in  1890.  The  Wm.  J.  Syms  Memorial 
Operating  Theatre,  was  erected  in  1892.  The  Private  Patients’ 
Pavilion  was  erected  in  1896,  and  the  Training  School  for  Nurses 
was  organized  the  same  year.  The  Accident  Building  was  erected 
in  1898,  providing  in  the  first  story  for  treatment  of  emergency 
and  accident  cases.  A new  Administration  Office  for  the  Super- 
intendent was  constructed  and  occupied  in  1901. 


In  1903  a Recreation  Room  for  the  use  of  the  House  Staff  was 
constructed  at  the  expense  of  Drs.  Seth  M.  Milliken,  Jr.,  and 
Fred'k.  T.  Van  Beuren,  Jr.,  members  of  the  House  Staff. 

1906 — A new  kitchen  department. 

1908 — A new  laboratory  building  was  constructed  providing 
accommodation  for  pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories. 

1911 —  A Nurses’  Home  containing  108  individual  bedrooms, 
large  assembly,  reading  and  reception  rooms  with  up-to-date  ap- 
pointments, was  erected  and  equipped  through  the  efforts  of  Dr. 
McLane.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Walter  Scott,  a large 
sun  parlor  was  added  to  this  building  in  1916. 

1912 —  A fireproof  building  was  erected  by  Dr.  Lewis  Ruther- 
ford Morris  for  the  use  of  the  Harriman  Research  Laboratory, 
where  special  studies  in  metabolism  and  digestive  ferments  are 
being  conducted  by  the  chemists  of  that  staff  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Wm.  Gordon  Lyle. 

1919 —  A new,  commodious  laundry. 

1920 —  Nurses’  Dining  Room  enlarged  to  nearly  twice  its  size. 

1921 —  New  Private  Patients’  Admission  Office. 

1922— 192 3 — The  completion  of  a modern  fireproof  Ward  Pa- 
tients’ Building  accommodating  290  patients. 

1924 —  -A  new  Boiler  Plant  and  Coal  Vault. 

1925 —  Alterations  in  Syms  Operating  Theatre.  The  establish- 
ment of  a Central  Sterilizing  Plant;  a larger  Nurses’  Scrub-up 
Room  and  additional  Service  Rooms. 

New  Nurses’  Class  Rooms. 

Sick  Nurses  Infirmary. 

1927— The  addition  of  a Babcock  and  Wilcox  boiler  300  Horse 
Power  capacity. 


The  decision  of  the  Trustees  to  erect  and  maintain  a new 
pavilion  calls  for  additional  funds  beyond  those  at  present  availa- 
ble and  the  Trustees  solicit  contributions  for  that  purpose,  and  for 
the  endowment  of  beds  and  wards. 

Some  of  the  Hospital’s  close  friends,  or  some  beneficent  per- 
sons, now  have  an  opportunity  to  make  moneyed  donations  which 
will  enable  the  Hospital  to  perform  its  full  service  to  the  com- 
munity in  the  future,  as  it  has  endeavored  in  the  past. 

A donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate patients  to  a bed  in  the  Wards  in  perpetuity ; and  a donation 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients  to  a 
bed  in  a single  room  off  the  Wards  in  perpetuity.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


January  1,  1930. 

To  the  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES : 

Gentlemen : — I have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  fifty- 
eighth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1929. 

PATIENTS  There  were  treated  in  all  departments  of  the  Hos- 
TREATED  pital  43,201  persons — 4,399  were  treated  in  the 
Wards  and  1,422  in  the  Private  Rooms — 11,707 
were  treated  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  25,673  were 
treated  in  the  Emergency  Department  and  of  these  3,036  were 
Compensation  or  Industrial  Accident  Patients.  Accident  cases 
admitted  to  the  Wards,  2,720. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Wards  and  Private  Pa- 
tients’ Pavilion  was  248  or  90,693  days  bed  care  during  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  daily  visits  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment were  117  and  in  the  Emergency  Room  70. 

FREE  DAYS  AND  There  were  4,399  patients  in  the  Wards 
DAYS  CARE  (an  increase  of  153  over  1928).  The  fol-

THE  PRIVATE  The  Private  Patients’  Pavilion,  of 

PATIENTS’  PAVILION  which  the  Out-Patient  Department 

occupies  the  basement  floor,  has  all 
been  remodeled.  New  radiators  were  put  in  each  room  replacing 
the  old  Indirect  Heating  System.  Hot  and  cold  water  and  steam 
lines  were  renewed — new  plumbing,  hoppers,  sinks,  etc.,  etc.,  have 
replaced  the  old  fixtures  which  had  outlived  their  usefulness.  In 
addition  to  these  changes,  telephone  outlets  were  installed  in  each 
private  room — whereby  patients  desiring  the  use  of  private  tele- 
phones may  now  arrange  through  the  Office  for  a portable  tele- 
phone, which  has  proved  a great  innovation.  Also,  portable  radio 
sets  can  be  rented  through  the  Office  by  patients  who  may  wish  to 
indulge  in  this  form  of  entertainment. 

Some  decrease  of  admissions  in  the  Private  Rooms  was  due  in 
part  to  the  fact  that  accommodations  were  unavailable  because  of 
the  extensive  improvements  in  progress  and  the  thorough  renova- 
tion of  this  building  during  the  summer  and  autumn.  All  these 
changes,  however,  were  imperative. 

OUT-PATIENT  The  Clinic  work  in  this  Department  was 
DEPARTMENT  also  embarrassed  to  some  extent  by  the  im- 
provements alluded  to  and  yet  show  a nor- 
mal attendance  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Some  sta- 
tistics with  reference  to  this  work  may  be  found  on  page  34. 
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DENTAL  The  Dental  Clinic  which  was  added  last  year  has 

WORK  been  a very  valuable  adjunct  for  the  treatment  of 

cases  sent  from  the  Wards  and  indicates  a gradual 
increase  of  cases  recorded.  One  day  each  week  is  given  to  the 
care  of  these  indoor  patients  and  this  department  is  conducted  by 
Dr.  Clyde  S.  Bouton,  D.D.S. 

ALPINE  LAMP  The  report  on  Alpine  Light  Treatments 

TREATMENTS  given  at  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1929  is 

very  encouraging.  On  November  16,  1928, 
an  Alpine  Lamp  was  donated  by  an  interested  friend  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  857  treatments  were  given  from  November,  1928,  to 
January  1,  1930.  During  the  summer  months  no  treatments  were 
given  on  account  of  the  warm  weather.  Many  fine  results  have 
been  observed  in  the  treatment  of  nervous  troubles — St.  Vitus 
Dance,  loss  of  voice  due  to  colds,  undernourished  patients  recov- 
ering from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  and  growths  of  all  sorts, 
gland  and  skin  troubles  and  many  other  conditions. 

EMERGENCY  This  department  has  been  practically  rebuilt 

DEPARTMENT  as  the  physical  changes  which  were  made 
were  needful  from  a point  of  space,  heating 
and  plumbing.  The  laying  of  a new  tile  floor,  tile  wainscoting 
and  newly  green  painted  walls,  and  some  new  equipment,  has  again 
transformed  this  department  into  a modern  Emergency  Station. 

X-RAY  In  the  appended  tables  is  shown  the  volume 

DEPARTMENT  of  work  done  in  1929  and  comparison  made 

of  the  work  done,  and  the  amount  of  ma- 
terial used  in  previous  years.  During  the  year  the  Hospital  has 
followed  the  plan  suggested  in  the  previous  report  and  has  replaced 
portions  of  the  obsolete  equipment  and  the  department  brought  up 
to  Modern  Standards.  The  course  for  student  technicians  has 
continued  with  success  and  we  find  each  year  an  increasing  de- 
mand for  our  Technicians  at  times  greater  than  the  supply.

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PATHOLOGICAL  The  amount  of  work  done  in  the  Patho- 

LABORATORY  logical  Laboratory  during  the  year  1929 

compares  favorably  with  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  materials  and  apparatus  have  been  liberally  sup- 
plied and  replaced.  In  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  substitute  test  tube  culture  for  animal  inocula- 
tion, especially  as  regards  the  growing  of  the  germs  of  tubercu- 
losis from  suspected  material.  It  is  felt  that  the  new  method  is 
fully  as  reliable  as  the  old  and  has  the  advantage  of  being  quicker 
and  eliminating  the  danger  of  exposure  to  the  technician  when 
working  with  infected  animals. 

THE  ROOSEVELT  During  the  year,  at  the  sug- 

HOSPITAL  SCHOLARSHIPS  gestion  of  Dr.  Rolfe  Floyd, 

two  Medical  Scholarships  have 
been  instituted,  and  the  objective  is  to  benefit  both  the  appointee 
and  the  Hospital. 

The  holder  of  such  a scholarship  chooses  some  subject  for  study 
and  regularly  works  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  also  having 
access  to  the  Medical  Wards  for  clinical  observation.  He  is  re- 
quired to  familiarize  himself  with  the  literature  on  his  subject  and 
is  called  upon  from  time  to  time  for  a discussion  of  Ward  Cases 
or  a review  of  his  reading.  He  also  is  expected  to  publish  an 
article  on  his  chosen  subject  before  his  appointment  terminates. 
He  receives  $1,000  yearly  and  his  appointment  runs  for  two  years 
if  his  work  proves  satisfactory. 

There  are  now  two  such  appointees  at  work.  It  is  hoped  this 
will  encourage  young  graduates  to  devote  more  of  their  time  to 
useful  study  rather  than  to  feel  obliged  to  immediately  engage  in 
purely  commercial  medical  work.  It  is  also  hoped  to  affiliate 
desirable  graduates  with  the  Hospital  and  introduce  another  ele- 
ment of  intellectual  endeavor  into  our  medical  life.

"It  would  be  a most  grateful  privilege  to 
be  able  to  record  at  the  close  of  another 
year,  the  consummation  of  the  needs 
here  enumerated,  and  which  are  in  no 
sense  imaginary  but  imperatively  de- 
manded to  keep  the  hospital  up  to  its 
usual  high  standards. 
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During  the  cold  weather  of  the  last  few  winters  considerable 
discomfort  has  been  experienced  because  of  the  gradual  disin- 
tegration of  the  old  heating  system  throughout  the  various  group 
of  buildings. 

The  repair  work  begun  by  the  builders  in  May  of  this  year  has 
been  pushed  forward  with  as  much  celerity  throughout  the  year 
as  conditions  would  permit  and  extended  into  the  first  quarter  of 
1930,  to  complete  the  unfinished  work.  These  improvements  de- 
termined upon  by  your  Board  have  resulted  in  some  Extraordi- 
nary Repairs  and  Improvements  to  the  Hospital  which  in  turn 
involve  large  sums  of  money.  But,  I am  not  unmindful  of  the 
deep  concern  felt  by  the  Trustees  with  reference  to  the  Current 
Income  and  Expenditures  of  the  present  year — more  particularly 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Extraordinary  Expenses  of  the  Hospi- 
tal above  referred  to,  and  that  which  was  authorized  in  the  present 
program  yet  to  be  completed,  will  aggregate  the  amount  of 
$200,000.  ' 

This  simple  statement  furnishes  a conclusive  reason  for  the 
great  need  of  increased  endowment  in  order  that  the  benevolent 
work  of  the  Hospital  may  be  carried  on  as  heretofore  and  in  no 
measure  curtailed. 

While  the  necessity  of  these  improvements  and  replacements  to 
the  Hospital  was  so  imperative  that  propriety  of  your  action  cannot 
be  doubted — it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  it  had  to  take  pre- 
cedence over  the  fulfilment  of  the  appeals  made  by  the  President 
of  the  Board  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1928,  as  well  as  in  previous 
reports,  which  has  not  availed  to  secure  funds  for  the  purpose  by 
specific  gifts  to  that  end.  I beg  leave  therefore  to  again  make 
mention  in  this  report  of  the  Hospital  needs.

On  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  May  5th,  it  was  our  pleasure  and 
privilege  to  have  the  Reverend  Dwight  Witherspoon  Wylie,  D.D., 
deliver  the  Baccalaureate  sermon  to  the  Graduating  Class.  Friends 
of  the  students  and  members  of  the  House  Staff  were  present. 
Following  the  service,  tea  was  served  in  the  Reception  Room  of 
the  Nurses’  Home. 

On  the  evening  of  May  7th  the  Commencement  Exercises  for 
the  Class  of  1929  were  held  in  the  Syms’  Building  with  Mr.  W. 
Emlen  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presiding. 
The  address  to  the  Graduating  Class  was  given  by  Dr.  Henry  W.

This  will 
include  a term  in  two  of  the  following  services : 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases,  at  Bloomingdale  Hospital. 

Communicable  Diseases,  at  Willard  Parker  Hospital. 

Visiting  Nurse  Service,  at  Henry  Street  Settlement. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  affiliations  with  these  ex- 
cellent institutions  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  many  of  the 
students  now  in  the  School  have  made  application  for  two  of  these 
services  in  order  to  complete  their  three  years’  course. 

Our  most  urgent  need  is  a new  and  larger  Nurses’  Home.  The 
importance  of  this  is  vital  to  the  standing  and  well-being  of  the 
School  now  and  in  the  future.  The  accommodations  which  the 
present  building  offer  are  inadequate  for  students  and  graduates 
alike  and  we  respectfully  beg  your  earnest  consideration  of  this 
serious  problem. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  two  of  our  grad- 
uates during  the  past  year — Miss  Minnie  G.  Watts,  Class  of  1897, 
and  Miss  Ruth  Aveline  Allen,  Class  of  1928. 

It  is  with  a sense  of  personal  loss  that  we  record  the  death  of 
Miss  Lydia  E.  Thompson  which  occurred  on  October  23,  1929. 
For  eighteen  years  Miss  Thompson  held  the  position  of  Night 
Supervisor  in  this  Hospital.  Her  loyalty  to  the  institution  and 
her  unwavering  devotion  to  its  interests  will  always  be  remem- 
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bered  by  those  who  were  associated  with  her  during  her  long  and 
faithful  service. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  friends  of  the  School 
who  have  contributed  so  generously  to  the  pleasure  and  entertain- 
ment of  our  students.  To  the  members  of  the  Attending  Staff 
and  the  House  Staff  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  for  their  hearty 
support  and  cooperation  at  all  times.

Terms 

Payment  for  account  of  private  patients  required  for  two  weeks 
in  advance. 

If  a patient  leave  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  paid  for, 
a pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  for  the  time  of  stay;  the  day  of 
admission  and  day  of  departure  will  each  be  charged  as  a full 
day,  and  the  balance  will  be  refunded.  The  charge  for  the  room 
includes  board,  divided  attention  of  nurse  and  ordinary  medicines 
and  dressings.  A charge  of  $20.00  will  be  made  for  use  of  the 
operating  room  and  $5.00  for  routine  laboratory  work  for  all 
patients.  Charges  will  also  be  made  for  X-Ray  Exposures,  Path- 
ological Examinations,  Druggist’s  Sundries,  Serums,  Proprietary 
Preparations,  Toilet  Articles,  Bottled  and  Fruit  Beverages,  Bottled 
Waters,  Water  Bottles  and  Special  Appliances. 

Patients  making  direct  application  to  the  Hospital  for  rooms 
are  received  only  as  the  patients  of  one  of  the  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons privileged  to  use  the  private  rooms ; it  is  expected  that  they 
will  pay  to  the  member  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  to  whom  they  are 
assigned,  a fee  to  be  agreed  upon  with  the  Superintendent  or  with 
the  Physician  upon  the  occasion  of  his  first  visit. 

Relatives  or  friends  are  not  permitted  to  occupy  the  room  with 
a patient,  except  in  the  case  of  parent  and  child,  when  $5.00  daily 
will  be  added  to  the  price  of  the  room,  which  charge  will  include 
meals  for  the  parent.  If  requested,  the  Hospital  will  engage  for 
patients,  for  their  exclusive  use,  a special  (graduate)  nurse,  the 
rate  for  which  will  be  $8.50  for  each  twelve  hours  and  her  services 
will  be  continued  until  the  Superintendent  is  notified  that  they  are 
no  longer  required. 

Valuables  should  be  left  with  the  Superintendent.  Receipt  will 
be  given  for  them.  The  Hospital  disclaims  responsibility  for  valua- 
bles retained  by  patients. 

Under  a rule  of  the  Trustees,  “No  member  of  the  House  Staff, 
nurse  or  other  employee,  shall  receive  any  compensation,  gift  or 
bequest  from  any  patient,  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visit- 
ing Committee.”  Any  infraction  of  this  rule  makes  the  employee 
liable  to  immediate  dismissal.

477  patients  were  referred  to  other  institutions ; 260  were  given 
convalescent  care,  and  450  ward  cases  were  followed  up  to  report 
end  results. 

We  were  again  fortunate  this  year  in  being  able  to  give  a Circus

Garden  and  supplying  them  with  ice  cream  and  peanuts.  This  was 
made  possible  by  the  same  “FRIEND"  who  has  given  us  this  party 
for  some  years  past.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock  a.  m.  and 
5 o’clock  p.  m.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the 
Hospital,  when  they  will  be  examined  and  recommended  for  ad- 
mission or  rejection  by  the  House  Physician,  Surgeon  or  Gynae- 
cologist, or  their  Senior  Assistants  on  duty;  or,  if  unable  to 
apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the  House 
Physician,  Surgeon  or  Gynaecologist  on  duty,  or  one  of  their 
assistants. 

3.  Any  member  of  the  Medical  Board  may  send  to  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  he  sees  fit,  giving  them  a special 
order  for  admission,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease  shall  be 
admitted,  except  such  cases  of  emergency  as  require  immediate 
attention ; and  cases  so  admitted  shall  be  placed  in  the  isolating 
room  only. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
occupied  beds  in  each  ward. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and 
accompanied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating 
the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease. 

7.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  ability  to  pay  exists, 
such  charge  as  he  deems  advisable  up  to  $4  per  day  may  be  made 
for  the  ward  patients’  board. 

II.  Rules  for  Patients 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use  pro- 
fane or  indecent  language ; to  express  immoral  or  infidel  senti- 
ments ; to  play  at  any  game  for  money ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the 
house,  or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating 
liquors. 
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2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet  or 
newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patients  shall  enter  the  dead-house,  engine-rooms,  kitchen, 
theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendant’s  rooms,  except  by  order  of  the 
Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital  bounds, 
patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician,  Surgeon 
or  Gynaecologist,  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that  he  has  no 
objections,  which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent, 
will  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  good  for  the  day  upon 
which  it  is  given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  doorkeeper  when 
the  patient  goes  out. 

6.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  must  leave  with  the  Super- 
intendent for  safekeeping,  for  which  a receipt  will  be  given,  any 
money  or  other  valuables  they  may  have ; and  in  case  of  their 
failure  to  do  so,  the  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss 
which  may  occur.  The  clothing  of  patients  will,  if  desired,  be 
cared  for,  but  no  responsibility  assumed  for  loss  or  damage.  All 
clothing  infested  with  vermin,  or  for  any  other  reason  deemed 
unfit  to  be  kept  here,  will  be  destroyed  on  the  admission  of  the 
wearer  unless  removed  immediately  by  his  or  her  relatives. 

7.  No  patient  may  purchase,  or  solicit  any  attendant  to  pur- 
chase for  him,  any  articles  whatever  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent. 

No  member  of  the  House  Staff,  Nurse  or  other  employee  shall 
receive  any  compensation,  gift  or  bequest  from  any  patient,  unless 
authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  Any  infraction 
of  this  rule  makes  the  employee  liable  to  immediate  dismissal. 

All  complaints  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

8.  Patients  are  admitted  only  upon  condition  that  they  and  their 
visitors  comply  with  the  rules,  and  failure  to  do  so  may  necessitate 
their  removal.
